One 
of 
the 
most 
remarkable 
aerelicts in the historv of mod ern, 
nav igation met not long ago the fate 
which 
sooner or later 
ov ertakes 
these menaces to the shipping of the 
world . 
She was a flrst-cLass oak 
ship, gu aranteed by her bu ild ers for 
lo y ears from the d ate of her com­ 
pletion in 1890. 
She was engaged 111 the lu mber 
trad e, which in all probability fu r­ 
nishes more d erelicts than all the 
other carry ing trad es pu t together. 
The lu mber seems to giv e a certain 
bu oy ancy to the v essels and pre­ 
v ents 
them 
sinking, 
ev en when 
water-logged . The Alma Cu mmings, 
for that was her name, was wrecked 
in the early part of 1895, and had to 
be aband oned by her captain and 
crew. 
In the hope of prev enting 
her being a sou rce of d anger to the 
other ships, the men set fire to her 
before they left her. 
The seas, how- 
ev er, pu t ou t the flames when they 
read ied the water line. 
When she was sighted , a cou ple of 
d ay s after she had been fired , some 
of the lu mber was still smou ld ering. 
It was this attracted notice to her. 
In the cou rse of these 48 hou rs she 
had d rifted some GO miles. 
Two or three weeks later she was 
again encou ntered abou t 550 miles 
from the place where she had been 
wrecked , 
hav ing 
d rifted 
across 
the gu lf stream. 
Continu ing her 
cou rse, 
she got into the regu lar 
“steamship lane,” as it is called , 
and was oil the banks of Newfou nd ­ 
land by the end of March, 1895, 
some six weeks after she had been 
aband oned . 
She had been d rifted 
abou t 1,300 miles. 
Du ring April and May in 
the 
same y ear, she was 
occasionally 
seen 011 the 
sou therly tack, 
and 
then nothing was heard of her u ntil 
March, 189G, when she was encou nt­ 
ered by the captain of the British 
ship Ormiston, ov er 1,000 miles to 
the sou th of v d iero she was seen in 
May , 1895. 
Du ring this period of 
nine months and a half she cov ered 
apparently abou t 3,000 miles. 
In 
all probability , 
howev er, 
it 
was 
mu ch greater, for she most likely 
became entangled in the weed of 
the Saragossa sea, and d rifted abou t 
in it from sid e to sid e, instead of go­ 
ing d irectlv to the sou th. 
It has been calcu lated that d u ring 
her wand ering ov er the Atlantic, 
from the place 
where 
she 
was 
aband oned to the island of the San 
Bias coast in the Caribbean sea, 
where 
she was being picked 
to 
pieces by the Ind ians, she cov ered a 
d istance of consid erably ov er 0,000 
miles. 
I11 other 
word s, she had 
trav ersed 
the 
d istance 
between 
Liv erpool and New York and back. 
The most wond erfu l thing is that 
althou gh they are frequ ently passed 
by steamers, these d erelicts seld om 
or nev er are ru n into, and , there­ 
fore, cau se no d amage, 
althou gh 
they are consid ered a menace to the 
safety of the seas.—Cincinnati En­ 
qu ire r.

To ad d to their d ifficu lties a 
strong 
cu rrent 
was 
formed 
by 
water ru shing from the u pper to 
the lower end of the rav ine. 
Many 
wou ld hav e been swept away bu t 
for the presence of mind of the of­ 
ficer in command , who ord ered his 
men to hold on to each other and 
form in a squ are, so as to present 
the u tmost 
possible resistance to 
the cu rrent. 
The ord er was carried 
ou t with some d ifficu lty . 
After the 
company had remained three hou rs 
in this position the water su bsid ed 
su fficiently to enable the march to 
be resu med .—Westminster Gazette.

pepperm int oil was so 


great that every farmer who had a 


large tract of marsh land neglected 


the raising of wheat, corn and other 


farm work and em barked in the c u l­ 


tivation 
of 
peppermint. 
In 
this 
they were favored, 
for the soil in 


m any counties in Southern M ic h i­ 


gan was weli adapted for the raising 
of the herb. 


O ne-half of the season’s 
output 
of pepperm int oil in 
the U nited 


States 
came 
from 
Southwestern 
M ichigan in the year 
1895. 
T hus 
it is that just now there 
are m any 


farmers 
who 
are 
bitteily 
d is a p ­ 
pointed 
over 
the 
failure 
of the 
crop. 
A year ago they stood by 
and watched their neighbors swell 
their 
bank 
accounts 
by 
the 
incom e they derived from the sale 
of 
their 
pepperm int 
oil, 
which 
cam e from a weed they considered 
worthless, 
and it 
was thought a 
waste of time 
to attem pt its c u lti­ 
vation. 
T h e cultivation of the p e p ­ 
permint is something new in 
that 
state. 
Five years ago it was first 
attem pted b y ' several farmers, and 
their success 
was so phenomenal 
that soon it was the principal busi­ 
ness of every owner of a patch of 
swamp 
land. 
Outside 
capitalists 
were attracted by the bonanza the 
farmers had 
struck, 
and m oaeved 
men purchased swamps which had 
never been drained and 
paid what 
seemed an extravagant price. 
In 
many instances swamp land 
was sold 
for $15 to $25 an acre, 
where five years ago it would have 
been hard 
to realize $1 
an acre. 
The plant has its greatest cuin va- 
tion in V an Buren countv, where 
thousands of acres of I m d have 
been set aside solely for the raising 
of 
pepperm int. 
In Cass county, 
and as is also the case in southern 
B em en 
county, 
the business has 
grown extensively and 
unclaimed 
swamp land sells at a premium. 
In 
B em en 
county 
the fam ous 
B akertow n swamp 
has 
just been 
drained. 
It is 2,000 acres in area 
and is a continuation of the great 
K a n k a k ee swamp. 
This land was 
bought for 50 cents an acre and 
was considered worthless. 
N ow the 
owners value it at £50 an acre and 
intend next year to em bark in the 
pepperm int business. 
A new and 
lucrative 
use 
of 
the 
pepperm int 
herb was also discovered last year. 
It was 
found 
that 
after 
it had 
passed through 
the distillery and 
had becom e cured it m ade excellent 
fco d for horses, and it superseded 
hay. 
M a n y farmers found it more 
profitable to feed their horses pep ­ 
permint hay, 
which 
was as satis­ 
facto ry as tim othy and which could 
be purchased at one-half the price. 
T h e failure of the crop this year 
will not result in putting the culti­ 
vation of the plant backward, for 
the 
farmers 
are 
undaunted 
and 
intend to go into the business next 
year to a greater extent than ever, 
and m any additional thousands of 
acres of the pepperm int weed will 
be grown in Southwestern M icigan.

“ A judge who must go at short 
intervals before a political c o n v e n ­ 
tion for a 
nomination, and before 
the people for an election,

ing good behavior. 
“ T h e judicial office should be so 
organized that men of the best abil­ 
ities and attainments would enter it 
as a career, and give their lives and 
their ambitions wholly to it.”

o f a small blue fly , has been o ccupy - 
ing the attentio n and interest o f 
the medical pro fessio n o f this city , 
say s the San Francisco Call. 
So me time ag o My ro n Mills. 14 
y ears o f ag e, so n o f Mrs. E. Mills, a 
Co ntra Co sta co unty scho o l-teacher 
was stung , by a small fly o n the 
po int o f his chin. 
He to ld his mo ther a few minutes 
after the o ccurrence that he was 
« ufTming fro m a burning sensatio n 
aro und the thro at. 
He also to kl 
her that it was caused by a peculiar 
fl} . v ety much like a ho use fly , o nlv 
la rg er a nd o f a bluer co lo r, stinmn^ 
him o n the chin. 
In a sho rt time the pain sub­ 
sided, 
and 
no thing 
mo re 
was 
tho ug ht o f the case until three day s 
later, when the bo y ’s chin beg an to 
swell. 
A lo cal phy sician was sum­ 
mo ned, but as he was unable to re­ 
liev e the lad s suffering the latter 
was remo v ed to this city fo r treat­ 
ment. 
He was placed in charg e o f Drs. 
Marc Lev ing sto n, 
Ro senstern and 
Nathan, and as the case appeared to 
be a serio us o ne the patient was re­ 
mo v ed to the Califo rnia Surg ical 
ho spital. 
An o peratio n was perfo rmed by 
the attending phy sicians, and it was 
fo und that the jaw bo nes had be- 
.co mc diseased. 
^ The flesh o n the rig ht side o f the 
face 
was also disinteg rating and 
was filled with tho usands o f minute 
pits. 
The bo nes were scraped and 
the wo und dressed, which apparent­ 
ly resulted in a cure. 
The left side o f the face and the 
flesh behind the car finally beg an to 
sho w sig ns o f rapid metamo rpho sis. 
E v ery thing po ssible was do ne fo r 
the unfo rtunate sufferer, 
but he 
co mpletely co llapsed and so o n after 
died. 
' 
The phy sicians hav ing the case 
under their care were puzzled at the 
peculiar actio n o f the insect po iso n. 
The pitting o f the flesh and deg ener­ 
atio n o f the bo ne are rarely met 
with in such cases. 
Ano ther peculiar feature o f the 
case is the fact that after the first 
few day s the bo y suffered 110 pain.

shell, fro m behind which the g uns 
are wo rked. 
The auto car is driv en 
by a 16-ho rse po wer eng ine, 
the 
wheels hav ing fo ur-inch so lid rub­ 
ber tires. 
The g uns arc 011 a swiv el, 
and are arrang ed to discharg e at 
v ario us ang les. 
They will also spin 
aro und merrily while they are being 
fired, if desired. 
The ammunitio n is 
fired at the rate o f fro m 50 to 7 00 
ro unds a minute, and the firing can 
g o 011 either when the auto car is 
mo v ing o r standing still. 
Each g un 
is supplied with 503 ro unds o f am­ 
munitio n, and if the o perato rs be 
sho t do wn the eng ines co ntinue run­ 
ning , and the entire charg e o f am­ 
munitio n is sho t o ff. 
The shields 
aro und the car are o n an ang le, so 
that no o rdinary bullet fro m a rifle 
can penetrate them, and when the 
machines are in mo tio n it will be 
difficult fo r a larg e field piece to hit 
them. 
A rapid-firing g un has al­ 
way s been lo o ked upo n as an ex cel­ 
lent weapo n, 
pro v ided y o u co uld 
co me up with y o ur enemy . 
With a 
g un mo unted o n a fast running ma­ 
chine, which can trav el 45 miles an 
ho ur, 
the questio n o f g etting o n 
terms with y o ur fo e do es no t take 
lo ng . 
The effect o f 50 o r 100 o f 
these machines o f war charg ing into 
a larg e bo dy o f tro o ps, 
o r run 
thro ug h a city at a hig h rate o f 
speed, firing their deadly missiles o n 
the inhabitants 
as 
they 
rushed 
thro ug h, can readily be imag ined. 
Sev eral g o v ernments are no w ne­ 
g o tiating with the inv ento r fo r this 
fo rmidable 
machine. — Cincinnati 
Enquirer.
